{f your child has earnings of 
$600 or more and is under the 
age of 19, or.js a student, the 

--éeamption-may-still_he allowable. 

You must have cettributed over 
50 percent of the support of the 
child im order to claim the ex- 
emption. 

If your child has income during 
the year and tised it for his sup- 
port, you must consider that in- 
come in determining whether or 
not over 50 percent of support was 
contributed by you. If the child 
saved his income or invested it in 
a capita) asset, those amounts are 
not considered as being used for 
support. 

“OVER 50 PERCENT of the sup- 
port”, refers to the cost. of support 
and not the period of time support 
was furnished. 

Another thing to remember is, if 
you have a child who had earnings 
of $600 or more during 1964, he 
must file his own tax return. — 

An exemption of $600 is allowed 
for a child born alive during the 
year if the dependency tests are 
met. This also applies to a depen- 
dent who dies during the year.
